Jenging thestrugele would only have boon the destruc- 
Won or dispersion of our bravest men, and grest suffer- 
fox of wowon and children, by the desolation ond ruin 
feevitable from the marchiog of two hundred thousand 
fen through the country, Having failed in an at- 
fempt to obtain terms giving security to citizens as 
well av soldiers, I bad to choose betweon wantonly 
Bringing the evils of war upon those I’hed been choren 
fo defend, and averting those onlamitics with the con- 
fernlon that hopes were dead, which every thinking 
Gontborn man had already lost, I mode this conven- 
Hon to apare the blood of this gallout litle ermy, to 
srovebt further suffering of oar prople by the devaste- 
fon and ruin inevitable from the morehing of invading 
srwies, anil to avoid the crime of Seging # hopoless 
var.” 

Major-Gen. G- K, Warren, formerly Com- 
wandor of the Fifth Corps, Army of the|Potomsc, has 
written us 2 letter expleining his port in the battle of 
Five Forks, fought on April 1, 1865. It will be remem- 
ered that this general was sommerily remorod by 
Mojor-Gen. Sheridan, at the time of suporiotending 
‘eperations on tho oxtreme left Gen. Warren's lotter 
grives the formations and leading features of the decisive 
eonflict at the Rorka, aud states that his rewoval dla 
not take placo antil the battlo was over, anil ‘not even 
a fogitive of the enemy in sight." Since Gen, SherJdun 
bad relieved bin fro command, he hed yololy eonght 
aConrt of Inquiry. After ho was relioved Gen. War- 
yan was assignid tothe command of the defonces at 
City Point aod Bermnds Hundred. He now commands 
We Departinent of tho Mississippl.

expenditure, ‘The atove order will not be co conatrucd 
0 8 to reliove disloyal persons from the consequouces 
cf thelr disloyalty, aud tho application for the restore- 
tion of thelr lands by this class of persons will in no 
caso bo ontortain’d by any military authority. AU 
military authoritics are ordered to ald in the exccatlon 
of this order, ‘ 

A party of seven white mon and ens lplaee 
servant was captured off Cope Sable, Fla, on May 17. 
Among their baggage were found » few papers, 
some gold, and oonsklerable quanity of Confederate 
tones, They ell acknowledged to hare recently been 
ju Richmond, Tho negro acrvant sald he was bired ot 
$10 a day and the promise of his freedom after reaching 
Havann, At first the party gave fictitious names, bat 
they have since turned out to be the Rebel Senator 
Harris of Missouri, Major-Gen, Hamilton of the Rebel 
army, and othor prominent officers. 

A gentleman of Washington who returned last, 
week from a visit to South-Western Virginia, having 
left Lyncbburg on Moy 91, represents the temper 
‘of tho peoplo in that section as being vory unsauls- 
factory. Tho planters generally avowed their detormi- 
nation not to hire their former slaves but to import 
whito labor, One gontleman only informed him that 
ho bad employed his free blacks, contractiog to give 
thom portion of the crops they raised, and adding that 
they had all gone steadily at work. 

Gon. Ord, commanding the Department of 
Virginia, has saved an order at Richmond calling the 
attention of relatives and frionds of decoused officers 
ud mon who aro buried {n Virginia to the fact that 
attempts to rewove the reains of such officers and 
mon, when thoy bad been buried less than n year, have 
In evory Instance proved impracticable fram the condl- 
tion in whiob they were found. 

‘The Government, it is said, has knowledge 
thot tho spirit of tho Rebellion is not yet entirely van- 
quiehed. Tho reports received at the War Department 
daily abow that mauy portions of the Soath most be gov- 
cerned by military power for gome thme to come, At

News from Washington. 
Many thousands of mules are being disposed 
of at public sale in Washington by. the United States 
Quortermaster’s Depnrtmeut, Tho salea will contiune 
until the number of abimals {s reduced in proportion 
to tbe reddotion of the armies, now golng on rapidly. 
‘There are in the armles of the Potomac, tho Tennessee 
and Georgio, probably 4,000 of tho finest aix-mulo toawe 
in the world. B 

‘A Washington paper says that it ix authorita- 
tively donied shut guy of tho dispatches of Gen, Sher- 
man hayo ever been, suppressed by tho War Depnrt- 
ment; and It le olso positively asserted that tho partic- 
ular dispatobea publicly reforred to recently havo 
never reached the War Office. 

Gon. Sherman was given sscronado on the 
24th ult, in Washington. In response, bo made 
a brief speech expressing the hope that, tho war being 
ended, hia fellow-citixens would ut once retura to the 
pursuits of peace, 

A detachment of Gen. Torbert's Cavalry 
sucecodod In capturing ex-Gor.

tion. Tho report waa accepted with the exception of that 
t roferring to tho freedmev, whlch was retarted to 
tho committee, and lator was re-reported with this ad- 
dition: ‘Tho committes propoto the sending of agents 
to the South to seek out ministore of the freedmen's own

Aquarterly meeting of the American Iron 
and Stoc! Assoolation waa held in Chicago on the 251b 
and 26th wits,, ED. Ward of Michigan in tho cbair. 
The atteudonce was numorous and influential. It was 
sbown by reports that vory much of tho Iron-producing 
industry of the country has boon paralyzod by the ro- 
tura of peace and low prices, Strong resolntions in 
favor of tho increase of the tariff on monufacturera of 
fron, etcel, cotton, wool, bemp, fox. chs, paper, cto., 
were adopted ou the ground of protection to American 
mansfacturing interests. It was held that American 
maoufactures of euch articles a8 are manafactared from 
tho staples of thle country are entitled to the homo 
market; aud that bome compotitiun and a steady 
market are sure correctives acainet exorbitont profits 
and high prices, That tue United States Govornmont is 
at this time receiviog, in the sunpeof taxca. o larger in- 
come from the iron works of this country than the 
manofecturers thomeelves; wud, in onr opinion, in 
sowe branches the profits are but anfficfont to pay tbo 
taxes. Tet the lutoactivity Je the tron barinecs ts 
due to the temporary notdental protection affurded by 


tho high premium on gold, and ite present prostration 
to the equaligation of valaes in gold and United States 
currenoy, which being a virtual withdrawal of that 
protection, is equivalent toa reduction of tho duties on 
foreign iron, ‘Tbato tariff anficlent to give pretection 
to“Atierican labor is what the farmers of this coontry 
require to securo the bighest prosperity to agriculture.

Tho swrronder by their chicf of all the Rebel 
forces westward of tho Mississippi was consum- 
mated on May 26 at Now-Orleans, received 
by tolograph noxt day at Washington, and ap- 
Propriately recognized by the President in an 
order through the War Department that all 
Persons confined under sentences by Military 
tribunals of imprisonment during the War bo at 
oneo discharged from, custody. This is an 
official notification that the War is closed, that 
tho authority of the Union is fully reWstablished 
and respected from tho St. Jobn to tho Rio 
Grande, and that the Gfoat Rebellion is no 
more! Gen. Sheridan's Toxns campaign is 
endod before it was fairly begun, and our armies 
can be reduced, so fast as the soldiers can 
bo paid off, to a yory moderato Peaco estab- 
lishment, So the day of National anourn- 
Ing for our lamented President Lincoln (Thurs- 
day, June 1) will be obsoryed throughout 
Bearly the wholo oxtent of our vast country— 
in Little Rook ond Montgomery, in Tallahassee 
nd Galveston, as openly, as carnestly as in 
Boston and Chicago. : 

So ends the mightiest, grandest, bloodiest, 
most destructive, most momentous struggle in 
modem history, with tho slaye-pens of Rich- 
mond and Charleston, the gin-housos of Ala- 
bama, tho cane-mills of Louisiana and Texas, 
glowing in the light of tho newly risen sun of 
Universal Freedom. Ours has been by far the 
most desolating strugele sinco the fall of Napo- 
Joon, but the results are nobly worth their cost. 

Our country is again at peace—wo trust for a 
tontury, We shall begin at once to repair and 
reconstruct, to réopen dismantled railroads, to 
rebuild burned cities, and to replace the fencos 
which haye been swept from many thonsands of] 
€quare miles by the passage of contending armies, 
From this hour forth, each day will witneas an 
increase of our National wealth, and the census 
of 1870 will show a decided gain, both in 
Population and Preporty, over that of 1860, 
though Halfa Million lives and Pour Thousand 
Millions’ worth of property haye been devoured 
by our Civil War. 

But to this end it is essentinl that there be no 
looking backward—no nursing of feuds—no 
cherishing of hatreds born of our great con- 
test. Let the law and its ministers do their 
proper work; but letuo man bo popularly pro- 
scribed, stigmatized or ostracised, in any section 
for the part he has borne in our bygone struggle. 
If Unionists are to be mobbed or otherwise hunt- 
ed ont in strongholds of Rebel fegling, or 
if those who have been Rebels aro to be thus 
buffeted by: Union neighborhoods, we sball 
have no true Peace, no revival of prosperity, 
but general bitterness and social anarchy. All 
good men must unite in frowning down every 
attempt to perpetuate in peace the antipathies 
inseparable from war. 

At best, we sball have a senson of om- 
barassment. Many, in defiance of all warnings, 
haye contracted debts under an inflated cur- 
rency which the great reduction of nominal 
values renders them unable to pay, go their 
property must bo sold and they left bankrupt for 
Yife. Muny Who would gladly labor and produce 
find themselves destitute of seed, of animals, of 
the mesna of paying for labor, and so unable to 
make acrop this year, or do more in any way 
than just keep soul and body together. Our 
public burdens are large, and must in auch times 
press heavily on the sources of production. Onr 
people, while ponniless, are ragged also, and in 
want of nearly every comfort; hence, goods sell 
faster than they cau be paid for, and importa- 
tions are excessive, draining us of coin at 
the rate of millions per weck, when wo 
ought not to spare a dollar. Labor hag 
been receiving high nominal wages, and does 
not readily accept lower, even when they buy 
more than did those of last year. Itis quite 
probable that many furnaces, forges and fa- 
tories, mnat stop for a season, because thoy can- 
not be run at current rates without ruinous loss. 

* On the whole, we shall do well if wo close this 
year without famine or general collapse, pre- 
pared to open 1856 with such arrangements and 
adjustments as will insure decided efficiency in 
every department of our National Industry. 
To this end must all eyes be directed go goon as 
it is scttled that we are not to supplemont regu- 
Jar warfare by neighborhood feuds, with nightly 
assassinations and robberies. 

—Pence being officially declared, we look to 
our new President for the earliest possible res- 
torafion of the privilege of Habeas Corpus and 
for the abrogation of Military rule wherever the 
anger of forcible resistance to civil authority 
has ceased. Let the Military-be still amenable 
to Military tribunals, but let civilians be civilly 
streated and enabled to face their accusers be- 
fore an impartial jury. Lét no exouso be givon 
Disaffection to suspect or Faction to assert that 
Public Danger was but a pretoxt aud Arbitrary 
Powor the real object, Tho danger was real; 
tho assumption of power was essential to the 
Nation’s life: but from that moment wherein the 
necessity coases the oxerciso of powor becomos 
usurpation and tends to create publio perils 
{nstead of averting them. Let us haye the 
reign of Law restored at the ecartiost moment; 
if there be but one Stato wherein it is now safe 
to return to tho good old ways, give us back the 
privilege of Habeas Corpus in that State, and in 
each of the residue so soon as may be thoreaftor, 
We entreat tho President and his official coun- 
eelors not to lot one day pass without consider- 
ing the question—« May we not safely extend 
further the natural predominance of civil over 
militarg@lew and rulo?—until the last square 
mile of our country reposes again seourely un- 
der the protection of tho time-honored safe- 
Guards of individual aud National Freedom.

But 
we do ask that Four Millions of Amoricaus born, 
forming a majority of the people of seyeral 
Southern States, and a large minority:in all tho 
others, shall'not be doomed to hopoloss, por- 
petual impotence and pupilage in the land of| 
their nativity and the home of their affections. 
Weask that, in Stafes whose every White black- 
leg is or may be a legal voter, Four Millions of 
faithful, industrious tillers of the soil shall not} 
be left without a yoico in the Government 
which their labor must support. 

“Is this fanaticism? Is it negro-worship? Is 
it other than the simplest dictate of essential 
justico and of publio safety? What reason can 
bo imagined for conceding the Right of Suffrage 
to 8 professional gambler who is Whito and 
denying it to a sober, industrious, thrifty farmer 
who is Black? 

Onr own conviction that all, Rights should be 
enjoyed irrespective of color is not disguised 
and will not easily be shaken. Wo would not 
concede the Right of Suffrage to illiterate, idle, 
drunken yagabonds, White or Black. Nor do 
we affirm that tho Blacks of the South are to- 
day as well qualified as tho Whites to vote prop- 
erly ond safely. But we do hold that the Four 
Millions of Southern cultivators ought to haye 
ame Voico in the making and modifying of the 
laws they aro required to obey and in shaping 
the policy which insures or mara their pros- 
pority. The Blacks are not all qualified to vote 
wisely; but many among them are qualified, 
while others will make haste to be like them if 
properly encouraged, 

If the Southern States will bat say to their 
Black inbabitants, Qualify yonrselyos, by in- 
telligencd and thrift to yoto wisely and safely; 
nothing more shall be needed to give you accoss 
to the ballot-box,” they will do all that can 
fairly bo asked.

Gonoral Negrete bas occupied tho town 
of Chena (in Nuoyo-Leon), 75 miles from tho 
Rio Grande. From there he has marched upow 
Matamoros, the paradise of the blockade-run- 
nera and Rebel cotton speetlators whose com- 
worce wow diseppears even more rapidly than 
ithad sprung up. .The devotees of Mammon 
who had gathered there from all parts of the 
globe are making baste to change their plans, 
and haye petitioned Maximilian to be al- 
lowed to reship their goods without paying the 
duties on themin or out. On the 22d of April, 
the Liberals, flashed with victory, tell upon the 
Imperialists ot Piedras Negras, on the Rio 
Grande, completely routed them and captured 
the whole force, with the exception of about 
fifty who escaped aoross tho river into Texas. 

This is some improvement on the condition 
of affairs two months ago, Let it be also re- 
membered that this improvement has taken 
place while the State of Toxas was held by an 
‘army supposed to be friendly to the Imporial- 
ists ond unfriendly to Jnarez. Within a few 
miore weeks Texas will ogain be in possession of 
the United States, and the defenders of the 
Mexican Republio will know that they have 
again for their immediate neighbor on the entire 
northern frontior their wantest friends. There 
is no doubt of tho inspiring influence which this 
knowledge must exercise upon all Mexicans 
whofchorih their independence, 

The Mexican Republicans will have learned 
by this time the issue of the war in St. Domin- 
go. Their chances of success are ten times 
greater than those of the Dominicans, and the 
triumph of the latter will be enthusinstically 
greeted by: the Moxicans as foreboding the issue 
of their own war of independence.

D. cightcon hundred and sixty-four, did, with tho 
object to buppress tho oxisting Rebellion, to induce 
all porsons to roturn'to thelr loyrlty and to restore 
the nuthority of the United States, issno procla- 
motions offering amnesty! and pardon to certain 
persona, who had directly or by implication par- 
ticipated in tho said Rebellion; and 

Whereas, Many persons who bad so engaged in 
said Rebellion baye, sinco tho issuance of eaid 
proclamations, failed or neglected to tako the bene- 
fita offered thereby; and 

Whereas, many persons, who haye been justly 
Aoprived of all claim to amnesty and perdon there- 
undor, by reason of their participation directly or 
by. implication in said Robellion, and continued in 
hostility to the Goyernmont of the United States 
sinco the dato of eaid proclamation, now @esixo to 
opply for aud obtain ormnesty nnd pardon. 
_ To tho ond, therefore, that the authority ‘of tho 
Government of the United States may he restored, 
and that penco, order and freedom may bo redstab- 
lished, I, Andrew Johnson, Prosident of the United 
States, do proclaim and declare that I hereby grant 
to nll porsous who have direotly or indiroctly par- 
ticipated in tho existing Rebollion, except as here- 
inafter excopted, amnosty and pardon, with restora- 
tion of all rights of property, oxcept us to slaves, 
and except in cases whero legal proceedings undor 
the laws of the United States ‘providing for the 
confiscation of property of persons engaged in Re- 
hellion have been instituted; but on the condition, 
nevertholess, that every such person shall'take end 
snbseribo to the following oath or affirmation, and 
thenceforward keep and maintain said oath in- 
violate, and which oath shall Vo rogistored for por- 
monent preservation, and shall be of the tenor and 
effect following, to wit:

DUCT OF THE WAR. 


In December, 1861, 4 resolution was passed 
in Congress that ‘'a Joint committee of tlrco 
members of the Senate and four merubera of the 
Honso of Ropresentatiyes be appointed to in~ 
quire into the conduct of tho present war." 
The Committee as originally nominated con- 
sisted of Senators Wade, Chandler, and Androw 
Johneon, Representatives Gooch, Covode, 
Julian, and Odell, In placo of Andrew John- 
son, appointed Military Governor of Tennesseo, 
Senator Wright of Indiana was named, but 
upon tho expiration of bis term the yacanoy re- 
mained nnfilled. This Committee has been 
known as the Committee on tho Condnot of the 
Woar, and its work’bas extended over a period 
of nearly three years and a half, involving pro- 
tracted and wearisome labor on tho part of all 
its members, That work is now ended and the 
results of it remain inthe sbapo of eight yol- 
umes of reports and evidence on questions of 
the widest importance in our civil war. Three 
of those volumes were published in 1863; the 
remainder will soon see the light. They contain 
the material out of which fature histories. must 
be wrought, and but for which no accurate his- 
tory would have been possible. 

‘That of itself is » high eulogy to pasa oni, this 
Committee, but it is @ very inadequatg ono. 
When history comes to be written, it will be 
found that tho Committee on the Conduct of the 
War havo done a service tothe country far 
boyond mere contributions toa fature under- 
standing of the last four years’ events. Thoy 
have beon the censorias well asthe annalists 
of our war, and it is owing to thom more thau 
to any other one single influence that tho lax 
administration of our armies in the carly years 
of tho Rebellion was oxchanged for a sterner 
rule, and that imbeoility, indifference, cow- 
ardice, and treachery were finally expelled from 
the army over which they bad dominated for 
two years in the guice of Generals. Before 
this relentless inquisition, shoms had to vanish 
and facts to appear. Tho loftiest reputation, 
tho widest popularity, the most magnificent 
charlatanism of the century was made to cramble 
at the touch of this talisman of truth, and the 
work was so thorougly done that if the Com- 
mittee had no other claim on the gratitude of| 
tho Repnblio than haying toppled down MeClel- 
lon from hia eelf-erected pedestal, it would not 
have existed in vain, nor would posterity with- 
hold from it a tribute of lasting admiration, 

It will surprise many people who have becn 
assidnonsly taught to beliove} that this Com- 
mitteo worked for partisan ends, to bo rominded 
that their firat report published in 1863 was 80 
Jabsolutely impartial that on the question 
Which most agitated the country—the removal 
of MoClelan—the Committes refrained from 
expressing any opinion whatever. Thoy con- 
tented themsolyes with presenting @ summary 
of the evidence, which justified and demanded 
that removyal—eyidence which their own investi- 
gations hod drawn out, and which from 
that day to this has nover been success- 
fully impeached or contradicted. In th 
light of subsequent events, it is now seen 
how juet, and even how lenient was tho judg- 
ment of the Committee and of the Administra- 
tion against McClellas—how pationtly tho long 
succession of blunders committed by that com- 
mander was borne with—how roluctantly the 
decision to displace him was arrived at—how 
abundantly it has beon justified by tho triamphs 
of hia successor. We remember with o sort of| 
wonder the storm of obloquy which the 
Administration of Mr. Lincola was made to 
bear for having ‘perseonted” MoClellan, 
and the unremitting charges of “ politi- 
cal intoleranco” thon brought against it. 
But who now protends to vindicate tho 


ty 


thoir extraordinary state of efficiency, and 
that the ond of the Rebellion camo this 
year, aud not noxt yoaror in somo indofinite 
future, And it wonld be unjust not to add that 
much of the persistent determination of tho 
Committeo is duc to the personal character of 
its chairman, and that the country onght to 
thank and does thank indomitable Bes Wave 
of Ohio for o great deal of its present good for- 
tune in tho ornshing of the Rebellion at tho 
South, and of sympathizers with the Rebellion 
at tho North. 


WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH 
THE NEGROES? 

A few—a vory fow—of tho most inveterate Rip 
Van Winkles of our day have not yet quit ask- 
ing, What shall bo done with the Blacks who 
have been made free by the Slaveholders' Re- 
Dellion? It bas become habit with thom to 
ask, as it Is with us a pleasure to answer. 

One bogbear has already yanished—that 
which held up to view Four Millions of yaga- 
bond negroes, oversproading the entire area of| 
tho Free States, begging, stealing and amelling. 
At least half of them aro already free; yet 
searcely handful have lef the South. There 
they wore born; there they havo lived; there 
they mean to live and die. They used to ron 
North to escape from Slavery; but that impulse 
has disappeared. There are many bero, many 
in Cauada, who now hopo to return and live 
whero they were born: thero are very few in- 
tent on quitting that favored land. Its climate 
agrees with them they are inured to ita ways; 
if they migrate, it will be eouthward. They 
are no Jongor attracted by the North Star, 

So (blood and fury theory is exploded. Tho 
nogro#, whothor freed by the War or still in 
bondago, have had the fullest opportunities for 
carnage ahd devastation; bat they have not 
improved thom. In many counties, they wero 
for yearg ton to one of tho remaining adult malo 
Whites; they knew their strength, but did not 
abuso (t, Under the old auspices, revenge and 
despuir might have made thein mvage and slay; 
now, their new-born hopes and prospects forbade 
it, There are bad fellows among them, and 
some crimes haye been committed; yet wo 
doubt whether any other Four Millions of| 
people have perpetrated fewer sanguinary rovolt- 
ing outragos during tho last four years than have 
the Sonthern negroes. . 

It is settled, thon, that they will remain at 
the South, will be free, and will not abuse their 
liverty by bloodshed and rapino. 

What is to be done with them? 

Wo answer— 

Treat them exactly like any other people. 
Judge each according to his couduct rather than 
his oolor. If you want their work, hire and 
recompense them; if you desire the products 
of their labor, bay and pay for them; if they 
want your lands or goods, require pay from 
them. Help them to work if they are noedy; 
give alms to the sick or disabled; but teach 
them that everything good has its price, and 
that thoy can only obtain what they want by 
paying for it, Tho lesson is simple, and no 
one, though a negro, noed be long in learning it, 

—'' But some of them will not work.”

or steal, to liye by swindling or debauchery, 


wharves with thousands of immigrants who 
como hither expecting to.live without work— 
who deem that a misorable country in which 
they must work for a living. Our alms-houses 
and prisons are full of them; our garreta, cel- 
lara, blind alleys and "back slums" swarm 
with them. There are fifty thonsand Whites in 


good masters; there is not ono of us who would 
be better mon or in better circumstances if we 
owned them. Men ebuse liberty—always did 
abuso it—alwaya will abuse it; bat that does 
not prove that they ought to be’slaves. Let 
them atill be free, and eat the fruit of. their 
doings. 

Freedom and Opportunity—those are all that 
the best Government can secure to White or 
Black. Giyo every one 4 chance, and let his 
behavior control his fate, If nogroea will not 
work, thoy must starve or steal; and, if they 
stoal, they must be abut up, like other thioves. 
If there bo any among them who fancy thatthey, 
boing free, can live in ovmfort without work, 
they havo now entered a school in which they 
will certainly and speedily bo taught better.

Of course, Whites are also subject to that 
‘There aro always many thousands 
of Whites in this very City who prefer to beg 


rather than work. Every year loads oar 


this City to-dsy who would liye more com- 
fortably, behave more oreditably and be far

8 frank, choorful, ungrudging recognition of| 
the fact that Slavery bas ceased in this country 
~-that all onr people are Free. Wo believe this 
recogition is being generally and heartily made 
by the Sothern Whites lately fu rebellion, and 
wo will do all {n our power to encourage them 
in this course. Only olear away the wreck of 
Stnvory, dispel tho lingering fear of g return to 
it, and we may soon break np our Freedyon's 
Bureaus and all manner of coddling devices, 
and let negroes tako care of themselves. 


THE AMERICAN OCMURCHES AND 
NEGRO SUFFRAGE. 

Tho question whether it is right to exclude 
Aterican citizens from tho right of suffrage on 
the solo ground of thelr color, is one of tov 
much national importance for its disoussion to 
be avoided. 

To those who beliove that all mon aro created 
equal, and onght, thorefore, to bo equal before 
the law, it must be very gratifying to observo 
thot tho influence of most of tho religious de- 
nominations of the United States will bo exor- 
cised on tho right side. 

Tho subject was referred to at the AMfay anni- 
versary of the American and Foreign Christian 
Union, o society which, before tho outbreak of, 
the Rebellion, carefully refrained from all poli- 
tica, Tho Rov. Mr. Soudder took decided 
ground in favor of nogro suffrage, and tho nu- 
dionco showed by their opplauso that thoy 
agrood with him. 

At the recent anniversary of the Baptist 
Homo Mission Society, which reprosents ono of 
tho largest denominations of the United States, 
as resolution was unanimously adopted with re- 
spect to the freedmon, whioh deolares it “to be 
both the undeniable right of tho class reforrod 
to, and the indispensable condition of au assured 
peaco and of tho highest prosperity to the 
country, that thoy be invested with tho elective 
franchise and with all tho privileges of what- 
ever kind that belong to American citizenship.” 
Tho Mothodist Episcopal Church haa this 
year no General Conferonce, but the- language 
of the church papers, which so far as wo know 
are onanimous with rospoot to this question, 
lczves no donbt that the whole influence of this 
Chorch will be cast in favor of equal rights for 
the nogroes. : 

The Now-School Presbyterians have aufi- 
ciently indicated, by the cordial welcome which 
they have extonded to the first colored dolegates 
toa General Assembly of their Church, what 
position they intend to assume with regard to 
tho question. 

Five years ago the Old-School Presbyterians, 
as 4 denomination, would probably not have 
shown much sympathy with the advocacy of 
negro suffrage; but times have changed, and 
‘The New-York Observer, which has so loug been 
rogarded as a leader among tho conservative 
religious pross, bas thia week an article favor- 
able to the reform. 

The old anti-Slayery Churches which have 
always excluded. elayebolders from their com- 
munion—as the ‘‘Free-Will Baptists" and the 
“Church of God" (Winebrennarians), the 
“Free Methodists,” ‘* Independent Methodists," 
“Evangelical Association,” and tho Northern 
wing of the ‘‘Protestant Methodista,” the 
“United Presbyterians,” the ‘Reformed 
Presbyterians," tho ‘United Brethren in 
Christ," and many other smaller Charches— 
aro of course n unit in this question, and aro 
unitedly laboring for the establishwont of 
universal suffrago. 

Tho Northern Charches ond Socicties are 
nobly emulating cach other in tho education of 
the frocdmon, The negroes, simultaneously in- 
structed in tho first elements of Christianity and 
of civilization, ask for their rights, Will any 
society that supports missionaries among the 
freedmen daro to tell them that they ought to 
bo excluded from the first right of the free cit- 
izon? The mission of such @ society or such 
a church would soon be at an end; and the col- 
ored population of the South would at onco 
Join those denominations which sbow them 
sympathy, and, therefore, enjoy their confi- 
donee, 4 
Thus the vory emulation of tho churches and 
roligious sociotios in conferring spiritual bone- 
fits on the colored population of the South, will 
mako them favorable to tbe political as well as 
tho religious education of tho negro.

Bofore the Committee on the Conduct of tho 
War Gen, Sherman made a statement Gad roport of 
whioh the following Is @ summary: 

Moet Jolnston near Dorham Station, who wanted to 
arrange somo torms.of snrrender to {ncludo all the 
farmics of the South; what power be bad not, he would 
get from. Breckinridge, Met again oo tho 17th and 
Prposéd to negotiate on the terms conceded by 
Goo, Grant to Les. Then came conversations o8 
to form of gorornment in the Sonth, and Sherman 
promised that the South should have equal rights with

Jobnson, Breckenridge was then made a shorer 1n tho 
dirounslon, in bis charooter of MoJor-Guneral.

Aa to Slavery it was 
agreed on both sides it was dead. Nor bod Sherman 
aby Intention of yielding any substantial advantage to 
the Sonthern negotinilooe, Tle snya:

New-Yonr, May 30, 1865. 

Tho Dry Goods market shows little chauge 
since our last, Tho trade in domestlo cotton goods 
continues dull. Consumers show an Indispoaltion to buy 
frovly at the advuuce of Inst mooth, and tho jobbers 
bare therefore very little demand from the Loterlor or 
from the olty retall trade, Stocks are slowly accuma- 
lating in the bands of tho commission houses, and with 
a tow excoptions, prices tend downward. Jobbors have 
‘no confidence {n tho coutinuauce of the present prices 
of raw cotton, and are, therefore, opposed to buying 
anything beyond what they immediatoly want 

‘Tho (rade in wooleus, also, ts goncrally very qulet. 
Esproinlly desirable styles of cassimeres atill bring fair 
prices, but most otuer styles of fabrios aro steadily 
coming down in price, and, as usual, jobbers and 
clothiers beaitate about buying on o falling market. 
Buyers say that prices are now buscd upon a mach 
bigher price for wool than 50 centa per pound, the rate 
that dealers hore have fixed for tho vew crup; and alu 
argue that wages must be materially reduced, enubling 
manofocturers to ecll bolow present quotations, Those 
views check purobnacs, and make {¢ didioult for agenta 
to cloao out their balances of Spring stock. Fall gouds 
are beginning to make thelr appearance on the market;

Bis Impcriat Majesty to furnish a support to the 
theory of absolute government, ns derived froin 
tho conduct and example of tho illustrions Ro- 
man, The work, accordingly, ia written with o 
view to political effect, and not es contribu. 
tion to historical literature. It exhibits erudi- 
tion of no common order, # patient attontion to 
mattors of detail, aud a comprehensive approcia- 
tiom of the goneral principles of Roman polity, 
‘The narrative, however, is based to a great de- 
groo, on tho received traditions in regard to the 
earlier poriods of Roman history; no pretension 
fs mado to exact or profound critical annlysis; 
and ovents and incidonts are taken for granted 
which have crumbled away bencath tho touch 
‘of modern scholarship. It is the family likeness 
which the Emperor detects between Crear, 
Charlemagne, aud Napoleon, which lends inspi- 
ration to his pen. Such men in his view aro the 
speoial representatives of Providence in history. 
They stsmp a now epoch with tho seal of their 
gonius. ‘They mark outa new path for the 
progress of mankind. In a limited poriod, they 
accomplish the labor of contnries. 

In illustration of this cardinal idea, the Empe- 
ror devotes a large portion of tho first volume of 
his work, to asummary view of the features in 
the early history of Rome which propared the 
way for the domination of Cesar. Tho founda- 
fion of Roman greatness wus Inid by tho kings. 
Pho enccess of their rule was by virtue of their 
Pretiminence as-men. History nowhera else 
presents snch o brilliant continnons series of 
consumnito stateswien and commanders. They 
retained their enthority for a period of nearly a 
century anda half, and atits close Rome had 
become the most powerful stale in Latiom. 
Tho social body, at this tine, consisted of a cer- 
tain number of aggregations, composed of the 
familics of the conquerors, uot without resem- 
biance to the olans of Scotland or the tribes of 
Arabia. The families wero united among them- 
selves not only by kindred, but by political and 
religions ti Hence ‘arose an hereditary no- 
Dility, with distinctive: family names, special 
costumes, and waxen images of their ancestors. 
‘The plebejans sustained a relation to the domi- 
sant race similar to that of the Anglo-Saxons to 
tho Normans, after the invasion of England in 
tho cloyenth century. They were originally 
excluded from all ¢ivil and imilitery offices, and 
Gevoted to agricultural pursuits. Slavery was 
Bcopstituent clement of gocicty. They wore 
takon from among foreigners and captives, ass0- 
ciated in all the domestio labors of thie family, 
ani often received their liberty as a recomponse 
for good caduot, thongh not permitted to 
abare in all the rights of n citizen.

But the germs of antagonism 
and decay wore already present, and could not 
fail of ultimnte devalopmivut. ‘The two consuls 
wero originally generals, | judges, and adminis- 
trators, Equal in powers, thoy were often in 
conflict, oiltier in the forum, or on the ficld of 
battle. ‘Pho oreation of tribunes of the people, 
who subsequently played such an important 
part in the history of Rome, became a new cle- 
ment of discord. ‘The plebeinns, who composed 
the greater part of tho army, claimed to huvo 
their military chiefs for magistrates, ‘Their intlu- 
cnce gradually increased until they assorted the 
right of couvoking the Senate, although it was 
a long time before thoy formed part of that body. 
The plebeiaus at length! Jaid claim to all the 
oflices of state, especially to tho consulabip, re- 
fusing to enroll themselves until their demands 
had been satisfied, 


At the beginning of the fifth century from the 
foundation of Rome, the elements of dissolution 
bad assumed a formidsblolaspect. The exercise 
of fraud bad begun to contaminate the elections. 
Slavery presented serions dangers to sovicty, 
tending to substitate slave labor for free Inbor. 
The slaves wore alwaysrendy to ongese in insur 
rections, and become the auxiliaries of ambitious 
plotters. ‘They increased rapidly in number, 
taking the place of the free mon who wore torn 
by the perpetual wars from the cultivation of 
thé land, Tho agrarian Luws and. the question 
of debts became an incessant cause of agitation. 
But so long as tho aristocracy preserved ita vir- 
tues, the clements of prosperity predominatod; 
but no sooner did it begin to degenerate than 
she causes of distarbanes gained tho upper hand, 
and shoglr the edifice which had been-ereoted on 
such deep and strong foundations.

‘The volume often exhibits great acuteness and 
subtlety of thought; its language is as limpid, 
‘and colorless, and cold as spring-water; it be- 
trays no passion, no emotion, no vital interest 
in humanity, no personal tastes, projudices, or 
propossessions; its pages, in that respect, mig! 
huve been the product of intellectual machine: 
a3, in regard to research, historical learning, 
and methodical arrangement, it may be assumed, 
is very likely to be the case. But whatever lit- 
erary aids tho imperial author bas been able to 
command in the preparation of his work, its 
consummate ability will hardly be questione 
its condensed and luminous statements perpetu- 
ally awaken admiration; and its whole tone and 
character atford a powerfal testimony to the 
boldness and sagacity of the mind to which it 
owes its origin. 

The translation of this yolumo is by no moans 
creditable to English scholarship, It bears the 
marks of excessive haste, of timidity, or of want 
of experience and skill in tho use of languoge,— 
porhaps of all combined. ‘Tho first construction 
that suggested itself to the translater appears 
to haye been chosen,—the adherence to the 
original, tbongh the sens¢ is often mistaken, is at 
tho expense of idiomatic freshness, and betrays 
asorvile tendency,—and the prevailing awkward- 
‘ness and slipshod inelegance of phrave would bo 

isyraceful to a schoolboy. Frequent omissions 
occur, leaving sentences, and clauses of sen- 


delicate shades of meaning expressed by the apt 
selection of a word, or the skillfal turn’ of a 
phrase, are almost wholly negleoted.’ The vol- 
ume has none of the freedom and grace of mov. 
iment, which next to verbal correctuess, is the 
highest accomplishment, of the trauslator; it 
reads throughout like a version from a forcign 
language; ehowing a stiffuess and formality of 
construction, and a painful monotony, which 
cannot justly be charged upon the original.

In ono respoot turnips are more valuable for 
feodinc sheop than auy other food. ‘This Ja for ralsing 
darly lumbs. ‘The lambs of Cotsrrolila or South Downe, 
{€ralse early, will bo found moat profitable, but unless 
tho owes oan give milk thoro ia no ute of having lamba 
early. Hay, oats, and corn furnish Uttle milk. Lambs 
dio as often for want of milk “as from soy other cause; 
Dorhaps owes refore to own thoir lambs for this renson; 
thoy hayo no Ampulso to suoklo; thoy know it will bo of 
Bo uso. Shoop-men do not Ilke to havo lambs oome till 
ass is near, With turnips one muy be indifferent 
abont giuss, for they aro green food and will bring milk, 

For feeding stook I profer rutabagas.  Somo sow the 
fed top. for first consumption, Scotel yellow for eccond, 
and rucsbagas for the lust; but thesg are good enoogh 
tany time, Some people make o great mystory about 
falaing turolps for stook, It really pains mo toread 
Their directions; thera nro so many wou required; so 
much machinery, and snob a vast varioty of things to 
de done. Ono woald think a common farmer is a fool,

In passing, I will eay that the gentloman 
olicep, on whom lambs of all kinds bre supposed to do- 
pond, ought to bo kopt by himeclf ino stable, or ina 
small lot woll fonced, oxcopt at tho particular time, In 
woying this I know I disrogard his feelings, but ho 
should remember one thing, ot least, and that is, of all 
gentleman animals thero {8 not one who has so little 
ospect cr rogard for tho feelings of lady animals os he 
Bas; in short, he is a perfoot brate, 

Of course, isi having carly lambs ono mast bo prepared 
‘vith warm stables and all conyoniouces, and if tho 
‘Weather is very cold thoy must be brought to the fire 
A wifo iss good hand with the defonsoless, innocent 
Uttlo fellows, and is almost oortain to raiso them, Girls, 
foo, will take hold. Thoy like to try thoirhond. But

FELDING BITREP ON GEAIN. ~ 

Mony have pu {dea that grain is not good for sheop, 
that it causes them to lose their wool, or to dio of the 
rob ‘The only trath thero is tn thisscoms to be ia feed 
Ang grain to sheep whon thoy are poor and reads to dio, 
‘with tue hope of saving them, or in feeding grain plen- 
fifolly, und first, towards Spring. From grass in the 
Fall thoy,must be brought to grain by degrees, and 
when they get used to it the moro they will eat tho 
Dotter. 

‘In the winter I visited ono of the largest and best 
‘anaged sheep farms in Central Ilinois. There aro 
about 1,090 agroa, ‘Tho sheep were kept in four diffor- 
ent ficlds of 160 aores exch; beside thero were two 
small lots, ono for 6 bospital, ond one for aboat 200 fall- 
‘Blood Merino owes. In each flock were about 600 sheop, 
ach kind, snob as yearhngs, ewes, and lambs by thom: 
golves. Thery wore largo, woll-built sheds on the farm, 
Dut the sheep seldom or never go inthom. They like 
the rpw wind and tho frost aud the snow. When it is 
‘excessively stormy they will go in a short time. 

‘Whilo I wos thero o mon with o team did nothing but 
feed these shocp. A epan of handy, lively moles woro 
Bitobed ton low, long-geared wagon. Shock corn was 
Joadod on it when ft had boon ent up in the Fall, first, 
‘yy laying stalks of corn ou the ground, thon a shock of 
fourteen hills was wade around it. No binding wus 
dono; tho wolght of the corn holds it together. “Tho 
farmers say they will not bourd a mau to tie corn shooks. 
A load of this shook corn was driven into the lot where 
the ehcep were, rather it weut in, for the mules knew 
the roail and noeded no guide. Immediately the sheop 
tame nround tbe wagon; tho man threw tho corn on 
the ground; the moles did not stop; they took a ciroult 
efnearly 4 quarter of a mile in extent, Instead of stop- 

Jing to cat the sheep followed the wagon, filling the ain 
Vith thoir bleatings, and they did not yo to feeding till 
the corn waa anloaded and the wagon bad réturncd 
‘rmom. Such was the focd, both in the foronoon and 
tthe aiternoon, A fine streum, mado by running o 
Ateh through a slough, fornished obnndance of wator, 
‘nen in Summer, Water for sheop ia considered of the

Unfortunately there wero no doors, Abont 600 
vabtep, I believe owes, were In one shed on the night of 
‘te eroat storm. Something like'nine o'clook at night, 
‘Wille tho ownor and his shepherds wero out, for sheep 
20 jue always on hand in bud weather, the wind camo 
“0 tivug as to blow tho abieep out of tho shed; the men 

to clop them oud get them back; thoy were of no 
mere fore than rosin weeds, and avay the sheop wont 
‘seryas the 160 gore lot. Sheep in a storm will go before 
{840 chirlwind, that is, tho whole flock will co round 
S2d round. Theeo sheop sought sboltor in the cornor of 
She feld, which wos fonoed five feot bleh with pine

fow years men havo sought bettor shoopin Europe; they 
could not find as good. They would not givo 850 for 
tho boat ehoop thut could be found tn Spain, while T don't 
know how many thousand dollars they woul give for 
somo partioular Vermont Sheep. ‘They who are eo- 
quainted with Mr. Hammond's sheep, and what he bas 
Uono, know the value of this iuproyed stook. Properly 
sponking, "sheep" mean now Amoriean Merinos. Still 
“puro biood” ure unknowny'and yet puro blood consists 
in the absonce of ft. Good flooke of grade Morinos aré 
a8 much Amorican Borlno sheep a3 Allon's Hybrid ts 
un Amoricnn grape, Let us give ourselves oredit for 
all wo deserve, ‘To oall oar shtep Spaniah names would 
be tho eaino as for tho Spavinrds to give thoir shuop Io- 
man nauies, for their sheep camo from Romo, ani per- 
haps they 1mprovod vothing from tho days of Corumolla, 
It would be wonderful if thoy did. 

‘Vermont mast bavo tho credit of thia good work; no 
ono can deny this, althongh much has been dons clso- 
where. Vormont isa enull State, celebrated for ino 
sheop, for handsome and smart womon, and for a good 
deat of maple ongar. But I wust contion those who 
wish to buy shoop for improving tholr flocks, ogainot 
tho arty of somo Vormont and othor Eastern men. They 
belong to tho sbarpor class. ‘They are operating on tho 
basis of honesty ostablished by other mov. ‘These men 
will hayo good sheop. To make thom nppear better 
than they are they will shear vory carly ono year, por- 
hops shoor little or nono on tho logs; tho next year sucb 
sbeep af exhibited; they are sheared, and haye won- 
Aerfully hoovy fleoocs. Besides thia, the ewep are kept 
fn tho stable tho your round; hence tho rain nover 
washes out theoll or gam whicb, with tho dust and dirt, 
will make the fueoo weigh {rom twenty to thirty por 
cont moro than it should, I am told that others, to imi- 
tuto this condition, paint their sheop with como glatin- 
ons substance; but this is ensily detected. Whon n 
purchasor comes along, these sbeop #0 managed aro 
represonted sa second “avweopstakes;” a large price is 
demanded gpd often paid, ‘Lhe trath is that when soep 
are kept in this Way they are not worth as much os If, 
for a part of tho time at lonst, they Were out duors, for 
the olmple reasou that with high food and no excrolge 
they become wank, and are auro-to bring degenerate 
lombs, Perhaps xoine Who moan woll do not consider 
tho offects of euch treatmont. ‘They who bay such, 
knowing nothing of this Sttiog up business, will becomo 
isconsnged perhaps, and get rid of their sheep. My 
impression {s that 850 is tho very highest price ono who 
wants (o stort a flook onght to pay for a progonitor. If 
ho can come ncros4 an honest man he can bay ono for 
thin sam, often moch less, Mon with fanoy notions of 
course must and will pay more, 

Itiso very ancortain business for a man not acquainted 
with sboop to bay several handred nt a timo, because 
lota of this sizo are Ukely to bo culls, Tho ownor of 
every Jarge flook sella annually o bundred or moro 
Which he knows it will not do for him tokeop. Tho 
bost woy foro young man is to start with a fow good, 
aheep; as thoy incronse he will know what be has got. 
While tho sheep busiuess fs tho very boat {n our coun- 
try, still, If not properly managed, I know of no othor 
in which a man can loso monoy quicker, partionlarly on 
our prairies, away from sbeltor, and whero meas aro 
Limited. It is the hight of ubsurdity for a mun to aiso 
largo crops to which ho is not accustomed, or to engage 
in estonsive nntricd business, Woe all must learn by 
dogroes, here « little and there a Little. 
American Meriuos aro not esteomod for mntton, 
Perbapa if we lyod in elyillzed Europo, whore horso- 
sh is working its way np toward the tables of the no- 
bility, wo would call it xocllont; still, when fatted, 
they lose much of the tasto that wool is supposed to 
have, Perhaps thero is no other sheep so completely 
covered with wool as the Merino, When Mr, Hatamond 
nnd others gavo flesh to their sheep, wool followed; oa 
dosh wool growe, on skin, hair, They cat closa, thoy 
are not eboles, ne sheep will produce 89 much wool from 
so small qn amount of flosh, In particular, no’ other 
sheep will do eo well in large flogkg, aud as such un- 
doubtedly are the only ones eafo to keop. 
Tho timo was when it was supposed Merino wool 
would bo tho most profitable. For a fow yeurs such 
was the case; butit must be confesisd that this bas 
proved a delusion. A great change bas taken place in 
vaste’ It commonced when Culifornians returned with 
bags of gold. They wore Manne! shits. short coats, and 
soft, low-crowned hata, With some few changes, this 
style remaias. It is not Ukely to change, for itis on 
homage to the practical and usoful Last Winter, 
when Morino wool was a dollar, coarse Jong wool wes 
$1300 pound. Manufacturers say the demond cannot bo 
suppliod; more than this, thoy have better learned how to. 
work up this long wool, It is in demand for ladiea’ 
cloaks, gontleman’s overcoats, andthe like, As slavery 
Koos down, industry becomo honorable; noxt it will be- 
come fashjonublo; at least, the sympathy with tho la- 
boring classes will be such that people will be nsbamod 
to wear fine broadcloth, except om very extraordinary 
occasions. Fine cloth is opgosed to the spirit of tho 
age. Tho genuine Balmoral potticoat, invonted by 
Victorio, is made of long wool The many ladies who 
pay from five to ton dollara each for thoso coarse cotton 
articles, which aro hard and ea cold as a board, think 
they have got the trno Balmorals, Poor things! 
MUTTON SHEEP. A 
Cotswold eheop frequently will woigh from 200 to 
300 pounds, ond tho mutton ia vory fut; in this 
respect St 1s not so desirable, But it must bécon- 
sidered that the supply of fatty food in our country an- 
nally {s decreasing, owing to the inoroase in our popu 
lation; hence, any meat which will most help to season 
other victuals for laboring people must be valuable. 
People in particular Jocalitios usaully have enough but- 
tor, bat taking our whole country, North and South, 
fally half of tho famii{cs do not bave buttor ou the tablo 
moro than thirty days ina year, Now wo are golag to 
raise tho common people toa highor standard—such has 
beon tho tondenoy of the Slavery agitation and of this 
war—and to do this thoy must be botter fod. People 
cannot bo olvilized if they do not haye « good supply of 
notritious food. Vogetariaus moy say what they pleaso 
about fat and meat, for still it will bo caton, and with 
our frightful and astonishing want of fruit, st must bo 
oaten. 
Undoubtedly mutton is of all butchors' meat tho most 
bealthful. When of first quality, it outsolls beof. It oan 
ve raised ohoapor, with leas labor, and quicker than any 
other mest.» Most farmors' families have o longing for 
fresh mont in tho Summer and early Fall. whioh cannot 
bo gratified. ‘True, they ean kill o few ohfokens, but 
they do not amount to muh, besides it 1s more work to 
cated, scald and dress thom than they aro worth. Ono 
Summer vince Ihave lived in this Jand, my wife was 
sick, no girl could be had, and if she could, wo would 
not have her, and I hod to take tho lead in cooking. Wo 
had o large drove of chickens, and every day for a long 
timo one was boiled, stewed, baked, roasted or toastod; 
tho result was we all got sick of thom; aud moro'than 
this, Thad killed off the best onos, so that it was soyeral 
years before we could get any oges. Fat pork gocs 
hard, childron seldom will eat it; it makes tho mothor 
and hor gisls sick to cook it, and siokon to eat it 
wwhou itis cooked. How oasy it would be to havo onrly 
lambs of the Cotswold breed, which in Anguat, with 
cowmon oare, should weigh, dressed, from 60 to 60 
pounds. If all conld not bo eaten frosb, a part could be 
salted in Jars, Much better would it be to have a pan- 
try odjoluing nn ice-houso; in thia Mt will keop. But 
how fow havo ice houses. Iam glad to report that I aye 
one, at least, aud only at the cost of a week's work, I 
tell you the farmora iu this country havo only com- 
inepéed (o live, 
When we gonsidor tho valuo of the Cotawold for mat 
top, and their long, silky wool, which brings so much. 
in market aud-whicd ig ro usoful in tho house, it must 
de called the beat aboop for stanll flocks, say from ten, 
twenty, or porhups thirty, ‘They do not thrive in large 
flocks, ‘They will shour about twice as much as the 
Bforinos, and no more attention is required for ono kind 
ofebeop than for another, They must hayo plenty to 
eat, 
‘Tho South-lown, partiontarly the Oxford Down, with 
gray face and legs, is very valuablo, though I doubt 
Whether as much 40 ny ,tho Cotswold on our prairies 
exo feed Is plentiful.

1s obtained. It is sald, by briuging three of theso 
pings together during tho process, thattho center ono, 
Afeoares wool, oun be completely enveloped with a 
moh finer quailty, by which the fabric 1s rendered 
atrunger wituoutahowing any of the coarse wool. Mr, 
Tobuson has also succeeded tu felting bair, which makes 
fs valuable fabrio for many parposes, out of an almost 
waste material,

Mares—I have tried a good many experi- 
monts apon this matter. I desired to make the vines 
upon my arbor look sinooth and moro attractive than 
thew do with tho loosy bark hanging, and I removed it 
cutlrely, taking care not to palit away wehoro it was 
atill utidched to the live wood. I did pot find any in- 
jury rosulting. Laftorwards treated the vine with the 
‘Sadstio soda wash to keop it free of dead bark, which 
fornishea borbor for insects, aod I found wy vines to 
improve under that treatmont, I hove also treated a 
Vineyard of 1,500 vines with wiaillor results, 

‘A Wild Raxpberry.—For the informotion of James I. 
Parsons, Fronklin, N. ¥., who lately described a wild 
red raspberry, Mr, DANw gives his experince with one 
which he supposes to be identical 
fomo years ago from tho alluvial bottoms of the Gonesce 
Tlvor ot, this place, Alluo porseased the apparent 
hnbits and character of tho wild black, except the color 
of the canes ond fruit, both of which wero red; tho 
fruit inoliving to deep red, shining Jike coral and glis- 
touing like goms. I extended its cultare for some three 
Fears.

‘Tho 
eura oo thon ploced in a drstug-roow, whevo tho air 1s 
athuch a bigh tomperature that it ‘extracts all tbo 
molsture before avy deletarious effect is produced pou 
tho grain. , 

Planting’ Peoch Trees in Grass —T. A, DONALDSOS, St, 
Tosoph, Mich. eritolses the recommendation to grow 
Pench frees fn sod land to incense their longevity, Ho 
dues not “soe tho advantage of thus growing trees, 
Flug may be more tender end liable to borors when 
Bielily wanured and caltivated, and perhaps rather 
more likely to be Winter-killod. ‘be treos grown in 
grass woy live more years, bat to What purposo? Wo 
Fhould estimate the vilue of tree as wo do an iodi- 
viduil, not by the lougta of Ito Jife, but by the amount 
of good frait de yaolda, ‘The life of Abrahani Linco!n hea 
given the world more good results than will that of bia 
predecessor shoold he continue to live a thousand years. 
‘Adautting that oullure shortons their life, the enperior 
sisa nud quality of the fruit, bringing double tho pricein 
minrkot, evi nothing of tho satisfaction of viowing a 
thrifty orchard, would more than componsato s person 
for tho greater expense of more frequent planting."

called the ‘long pink eyo," thongh the eye ts bluc. 
‘That kind soilered tho most by rot of any T know of, 
‘Tho door yard potato suffered less, but finally thoy 
nearly all rotted. A friond sent me a peok of potatoes 
calied ‘silver siing,' with the recommendation that 
they hod nover been known to rot, I planted them in 
tyro rows, between tho corn and the feuce, perhaps six 
rods long, At tho end of these rows wore planted 
other potatoes, such ns rotted overy year. When the 
tops hod attained nbont thelr -rovrth, some inscot, to 
me anknown, pounced on the tops of the riaos all over 
the field, and, to nppearance, ot off the small tender 
top leaves, or polzon them, so the extreme topa wilted. 
‘The noxt hoticoable foaturo was the holes eatun into tho 
eaves all over tho plant, and o change of color from o 
fing greon to a distoal yellow, While the weather con- 
tinocs dry, theres no perceptible change in the po; 
tuto, When the late rains come on, tho Julcos prepared
